Lo. LOWENBERO 
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The Great Commanders. 

An eminent English contemporary, 
Viewing the tangled and unintolligiblo 
mass of conflicting and contradictory 
diapatohos from tho seat of war, ex., 
claims in despair: 'Tho moat utiinformod 
and tho most skilful writcra find thorn- 
eelvos on a level as regards knowledge 
of prosont events and futuro issues., and 
the only refuge from falling into error 
is to reserve all commentary until the 
close.' Coinciding with this view, it is 
not our intention to attempt a separa- 
tion between the glut of strangely en* 
tangled faOt and fiction almost daily 
presentod to the reader. It will not 
fail, however, to suggest itself to tho 
roador's mind that more rocent dis- 
patches, if worth anything at all, indi- 
cate docidod Prussian success. Mevor 
was war liko this war. Whothor ro- 
gardod in tho light of its utter wanton- 
ness or tho magnitudo of its imme- 
diate results, it has no paralel in 
history. To most of our roadors 
war is known only surrounded by 
tho glamour of fiction and tho gluro of 
history. Wore it not for tho pity of 
tho thing there would bo a sort uf grim 
irony in tho uttor disproportion botwoen 
tho onormous magnitude of the 
effect and tho cxtremo insignificance of 
the causo. And, thus locking, we wonld 
only say that this War seetus to us a 
disgrace, though in an unequal degroe, 
both to Franco and to Germany, a 
Ecundal on tho boastod civilization of 
our ago, an outrauo upon the creed of 
Christendom. It may not bo uninter- 
esting to tiike a hasty glanoo at tho 
great commanders in a wur distiiiL' uish - 
ediorrtbe manner in which it has sot 
at defiance the prescience of tho rtiurt 
profou d stra egists and llio calculations 
of the most experienced writers. Al- 
though the supremi command of tho 
Prussian army nominally rests with 
King William, it Is no secret that 
Goneral Count Von Mollto is 
praoivcally the greH power at whose 
volition that mighty army moves. This 
General Molike'i- regarded us thefir-t 
strategist of tho age.' By brtti a i\Ieck- 
lenhurgerj ho wus horn in 1800, so that 
his term ot threo score years and ten 
hes been completed I" the first in- 
stance, in the service of Denmark, ho, 
at an early age, transferred him-ielf to 
that of Prussia, and devoted himsoll 
with unwoaried energy to a scientific 
study of the conditions of success in 
war. Kisintr rapidly in his profession, 
he was, in 185G, appointed aide«de-camp 
to the present King, ot that time the 
Crown Princo, and two j ears later he 
was appointed Chief of tho General 
Staff. In this capacity ho is beliovod 
to hove drawn up tho plan of an expe- 
dition intended to arrest the process 
of the French arms in Italy, in 1859. 
Such at least, was tbo suspicion of the 
Fionch Emperor, which was supposed 
at tho time to be tne roul cause ot tho 
sudden and surprising conclusion of tne 
peace ol Villal'ranca. In lsC l he accom- 
panied Prince Frederick Charles as 
Chief of his Staff in tho expedition 
which that princo led against Den- 
mark. His high reputation, however, 
rosts on his mm* skilful direction of the 
war against Aus'ria in 1866, the plan ot 
which ho had previously prepared. 
Mohke's namo was scarcely ever hearJ 
during that war, while tbo*e of his sub- 
ordinates were trumpeted abroad. No 
man over produced greater effects wi* h 
less ostentation and noise. Only onco, 
and theu at Koniggratz, did ho appear 
in front of tho armies, Seated at his 
desk Id the roar ho received through 
tbo field telegraph a continuous stream 
ot intelligence irom all the corps, fol- 
lowing, their movements on the map, 
trau-mitting his orders to the Generals 
in command by the same medium, and 
performing all tins with such skill and 
foresight mat not a movement, failed 
and every combination was made at tho 
right moment. Whon Peace with Aus 
tria was concluded ho received tho Older 
of the Black Eatjlo. tho highest decora- 
tion winch the King ol Prussia has to 
confer. And as in 18(36, ho now, 
Moltke's name scarcely over appears in 
the telegrams; yet hi* hand is to ho 
seen in every movement, und King and 
Princes me but the mo-songors to do 
his pleasure. Pr}noe Frederick Charles, 
who commanded tho First Army in 18G0, 
and who may bo regarded as occupying 
a liko position no*, is tho oldest son ot 
Princo Charles, the second brother of 
tho Ki> g. Born in 1828, ho may 
bo regarded as a iype of the modern, 
progressive Prussian officer, E.eu

Tho Prince now tanks 
as one of the first commandoi s of toe 
ago. The Crown Prinoo (Frederick 



William) of Prussia is a younger man 
than his cousin by throe years, but ho 
is scarcely less distinguished as a soldier. 
He acted a conspicuous part in tho war 
of 18GG. Under his command were 
Major-General Vou Blomenthal and 
three army corps, under Generals Yon 
Bonin, Vou Stoinmotz and VonMutius, 
besides tho Guard Corps under Pi inco 
August of Wurlemberg, Tho Crown 
Prinoo led his army, composed of 125,* 
000 men, from Silesia through the 
passos of tho Sudotio Hills, an operation 
exposed to great difficulties and consid- 
erable danger. Tho Crown Prince has 
tho reputation of being careless ot his 
owu troubles, anxious for tho welfare of 
his troops, visiting billets and hospitals 
personally, but sparing neither himflolf 
nor his mon in the hour of trial and 
duty. His march from Miletin to Ko. 
niggrotz, and his series of viotorios on 
entering Bohemia, are considered to have 
established his reputation as an energet- 
ic and able commandor.

Ou the 31st the Prussians again look the 
ofidt.sive at 7 a m, a'ong tho iolt bank ol the 
Meuse, between the towns ol Douchy and 
D uuchery. Our forces slowly retreated uotil 
McMahon had drawn tho Prussians into an 
angle formed by the ramp.trts ol Sedan aud 
the heights on tho lull i-ide of the river. 
Llere the Prussians suflered very serious loss 
and were compelled ou ucoJtint of tho mur- 
derous ftro to retreat.

Editor British Colonist: — As Mr Drinks 
water bus again attempted a reply to mo, I 
would again ask the favor of your columns 
while I shall endeavor not to weury your read- 
ers by imitating his quibbling and playing 
upon words.

-Vr D has conveniently 
lorgotten the FACT that there was for a con- 
siderable period a school in North Cow ichaa, 
I believe a free school at that, ahly conducted 
by Mr Lousas, thelato teacher to the Anglican 
Mission in Cowichan.

Letter from Paris. 

REGULAR CORItKEI'ONDKNCE CF THE 'COLONIST 



Paris, July 30, 1870. 
The Emperor having arrived — you must 
guei-s wheru t as I fear to infringe the law by 
Hiving information to Bismarck — the powder, 
us the Arabs Buy, will soon commence to 
speak and the working capabilities of the 
mil ruilleures — or 'the young ladies/ as the 
soldieru have baptized them — known. The 
foe is reported t'i have a mortal droad of the 
'ball pumps,' and also of tbe Turcos and 
Zouavos. The lest is but leather and pru- 
nella. A finer body of men for the task be- 
(oro them than tbe Zouaves I never saw. 
Thuy ure as supple and strategeic as wild 
cats — play witb their ebua^epots as toys, and 
tho terrible bayonet is sufficient to make 
siihtssers become permanent bubsctioera to 
the nearest Peace Society, By Iho wojj 
this institution has ceased to exist in Paris, 
the honorary oliicers having been guilty of 
rebellion by tieang their hats in the air, 
shouting 'Vivo lu gturre'l chanting the 
1 Marseillaise' and indulging ia other wnr- 
liko pranks. But tho Turoos, on arriving 
at the camp?, left the carriages of the trains 
thiough the windows, t tie doors eoemed to be 
nn incouvenience. Their Hag is a glorious 
piece ol luce, in points ot Russia and Italy, 
arid the low black morsels ol it lelt wou'd be 
dolendod by the last Zouave. The artillery 
corps is very warlike and their bronzed fea- 
tures appear to be made Irom the satno ma- 
terial jh their guns. The cavalry is well 
mounted and horses and men seeui to enjoy 
camp lilo. As for the infantry, each man 
has vowed to capture Bismarck, and only Bt 
Lterlin. Tbe Cent-gardes, 97 in number, will 
form a barricailo round the Emperor and his 
stall. Their duly will be more agreeable 
than doing statuary on the grand staircases 
of the I'uillerieB, 

Tbe Minister of Police has brought with 
bim tho most fins Umiers of tho lorce. It is 
diamond out diamond with the 'Bobbies' 
from Berlin. The completeness of the medi- 
cal department has had a strong moral effot t 
on the urmy, who ure well awuro that on the 
present occasion 'lew will part whore many 
meet*' The toreign legion of Good Samcri. 
rans will uot be required ou the battle fL'Id. 
A rapid bandaging of tbe wonnds, covering 
them with a tbiu leaf ol lead to exclude tbe 
air till rnalurnr cares can be given, is the 
primary succor inculcated lo bo observed 
by tho Galons. The Commissariat depart- 
ment exhibits t!)G bebt specimou ol French 
organiz ng skill. As in tbe wars of the First 
Revolution — 'no bread, no rabbits ' — a play- 
lul name tor tbe braves — so in the year of 
Grace, 1870, both rabbits nod bread are 
pleutilul.
